Quite a number appear
who sdwit baving dowe mothing for twe er
thres years, but stlll josist that it 1s absolutely
necessary for them to open a saloon or pack
their grips ana start on a bunt fer the city's
much vaunted Poor Farm.

While the attorueys <o not urge any such
casss 10 that especial way, sowe of them admit
that it sa good poiot t0 make with Judge
White s he ts charitably inclined and is glad
of a chance to beip a deserving man in License
Court an well as anywlhere eise. For this rea-
son very few of the attorneys vrevent their
clients making their litle appeal and dozens of
them are flung at the Court daily.
